In some cases .we have had some 
small reductions on manufactured ar- 
ticles, but the reductions are small. 
The reduced rates of duty will open 
up new possibilities to our manufac- 
turers, and will be able through this 
to send goods into the United States. | 
As an illustration, take wire rods; free 
in Canada, while the United States 
has a duty. We have stipulated these 
shall be free in the United States 
also, and will now have a chance for 
making these for Uncle Sam. 

The farmers of the West must be 
prepared to take their burden with 
the rest. There is a reduction, but 
these have not been made free. ,We 
have now a 17 ke2 per cent. list of 
agricultural implements, including 
mowers, reapers, harvesters, and we 
propose to cut that to 15 per cent. 

Paper and pulp changes took up 
some time, as the United States people 
were anxious for these changes, In 
newsprint, pasteboard, pulp of vari- 
ous kinds and common paper of all 
kinds up to four cents a pound, we 
were anxious’ for free trade. They 
agreed if the pulp regulation in the 
provinces mold be removed, Wé@ had 
no control over the provinces, and 
had but one answer, of course. 

“We will not agree to make these 
free until the Canadian provinces will 
take off their regulations,” they said. 
We told them that this was no good 
to us, but that is where matters stand. 

We have thought it necessary to get 
an agreemrt that on both sides there | 
should be no vexatious regulations in- 
terfering with the smoothness of the 
agreement, and by the regulation 
should either Canada or the United 
States interfere, the other country. re- 
serves the right to be able to protest, 
and thus there is machinery for hav- 
ing all objectionable department regu- 
lations modified and removed.

MESSAGES FROM AEROPLANE 
Practicability of Using Wire'ess on) 

Scouting Airship Has Been 
, _Demonstrated 

San Francisco.—Lieutenant Paul W. 
Beck, of the United States signal ser- 
vice corps, demonstrated to the) 
army’s satisfaction the practicability 
of sending wireless messages from a 
rrecighiag | aeroplane to field headquar- 
ters. Flying with Philip Paramalee 
in a Wright biplane, equipped with 
a wireless: sending instrument, and 
with a wire antennae, a hundred feet 
‘long, trailing from the underbody of 
the car, Lieutenant Beck transmitted 
half-a-dozen messages to the wireless 
station on the aviation grounds. 

The first message was to the Associ- 
ated Press. It had been prepared in 
advance by an Associated Press re- 
porter, and its text was known only 
to the writer. Lieutenant Beck tuck- 
ed it away, folded, in his pocket, and 
did not open the paper until he had 
reached an altitude of 500 feet. 

The airship was at times about two 
and a half miles from the field while 
the officer was flashing communica- 
tions to the wireless station, and the 
receiving operator stated that no dif- 
ficulty would have been had in read- 
ing the messages had the distance 
been 20 miles, Lieutenant Beck was 
delighted with the success, of the ex- 
periment, and plans to arrange tests 
for receiving as well as sending by 
wireless while speeding in a heavier- 
than-air machine.

Brandon.—At a meeting of the 
Grain Growers’ Association, Mr.

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LESSON 


VI.—FIRST QUARTER, 
FOR FEB. 5, 1911 : 


Text of the Lesson, | Kings xvii, 1-16. 


Memory Verses, 14-16—Golden 
Text, Ps. xxxiv, !0—Commentary 
Prepared by Rev. D. M. Stearns. 


The first sentence of our lesson tells 
us all we know of the parentage of 
Elijah. He comes before us as sud- 
denly as a meteor and disappears 
when his work is done in a way that 
no one else ever did before or since. 
Enoch also was translated without 
dying, but we read of no whirlwind or 
horses and chariots of fire. Elijah was 
honored to stand with the Lord Jesus 
and with Moses. on the Mount of 
Transfi uration, ‘and Jesus said of 
him “Elijah truly shall first come and 
restore all things,’’ adding that he 
had already come in the person of 
John the Baptist, but they knew him 
not and ill treated him (Matt, xvii, 3; 
xi, 13). Therefore we conclude that 
John the Baptist, who came in the 
Spirit and power of Elijah, was to the 
first coming of Christ what the real 
Elijah will be to His coming in glory 
to set up His kingdom. When some 
who will be more wicked than Ahab 
and Jezebel shall be showing the 
power of the devil, then Elijah and a 
cémpanion shall be the Lord’s two 
witnesses in Jerusalem (Rev. xi, 3-11). 

His name means “‘my God is Jah,’: 
and one has said that he is the grand- 
est and most romantic character that 
Israel .ever produced. His one mis- 
sion was to bring apostate Israel back 
to, Jehovah the true God. He was 
nurtured in lonely communion with 
God, away from the polluting court 
amidst his native wilds (Fausset). 
His first utterances is, “The Lord God 
of Israel liveth, before whom I 
stand (verse 1; see also xvii, 15, and 
II Kings iii, 14). We think of Gab- 
riel’s testimony, “I am Gabriel that 
stands in the presence of God” (Luke 
i, 19), and he it was who said that 
the son of Zacharias should go in the 
spirit and power of Elijah. Israel had 
been faithfully warned that if they 
turned aside to serve other gods and 
worship them the Lord would shut up 
the heaven that there be no rain 
(Deut. xi 16, 17), so that Elijah’s 
prayer that it should not rain (Jas. 
v, 17) was simply a prayer that God 
would do as He said and make good 
His word -and show himself as the 
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living and true God, for if He failed 


to fulfill His threat the people would 
think it an idle tale. 

Elijah could say, “In the Lord have 
‘I righteousness and strength’’; ‘I rest 
on Thee, and in. Thy name I go” 
(Isa. xlv,- 24; IT - ron, 
Therefore he was not afraid to meet 
Ahab or to deliver his message. This 
being done, he receives two distinct 
messages from the Lord telling him 
where to sojourn for the next three 
years, and first he is told to hide him. 
self by the brook Cherith and is as- 
sured that the ravens would feed him 
there. He did just as he was told, 
and the Lord fed him with bread and 
flesh by means of the ravens morning 
and evening, and he drank of the 
brook. So well did the Lord hide him 
that he could not be found by nation 
or kingdom (xviii, 10). 

If we obey Matt. vi, 33, we may 
count on its fulfillment, but we must 
Mark the word “there’’ in verse 4. 
The word here translated “raven” is 
used ten times and in each place re- 
fers to a bird so called. The Lord 
Jesys indorsed the Elijah story (Luke 


iv, 25-26), and if any part of it had 
been not just as recorded He would 
surely have told us. These lonely 
days at Cherith make us_ think of 
Joseph in Egypt as a prisoner, or 
Moses in Midian, or John the Baptist 
in the wilderness, or Paul in Arabia. 
Nothing can take the place of ‘being 
alone with God. Then we must learn 
to wait pati:ntly God’s time and find 
our rest and joy in Himself. If His 
gifts seém to fail us, like the brook 
that dried up, He has some other way. 
He cannot nil; He abideth faithful. 

He has promised never to try us be- 
yond our ability to bear it (I Cor. x; 
13), and in due time He ordered His 
faithful servant to another place of 
sojqurn, but what. an unlikely place it 
was as we see things—the home of a 
pact widow who had no food in the 
house but a handful of meal and a lit- 
tle oil. Elijah found her gathering 
sticks with which to make, as she 
thought, her last cake, and then she 
expected that she and her son would 
die (verse 12). But by giving her all 
to the Lord’s servant, as the lad did 
his loaves nad fishes, several were fed 
for many days, and the feal avasted 
not, neither did the eruse of oil fail 
(verse 16). 

From our lesson it would seem that 
the prophet was sent to the widow 
that she might sustain him (verse 9), 
while from the record in Luke iv, 25, 
26, it appears that Elijah was sent to 
the widaw that she might be sustain- 
ed, Well, it worked both ways, and 
the widow was sustained by her giv- 
ing her all to the Lord. No doubt He 
also cared well for that other widow 
who ‘east alk her living. into the treas- 
ury. God was also glorified in this 
Sarepta home by the raising to life of 
the widow’s son, thus strengthening 
her faith in-the-God of Elijah, ac- 
cording to verse “Now, by this I 
know that thou art a man of God and 
that the word of the Lord in thy 
mouth is truth.” ‘
